How the British obtained the cas- 
ualty figures was not disclosed. 

In Hanover on recent nights 250 
persons were killed, 250 houses de- 
stroyed and 500 seriously damaged, 
the statement said. In that city 
an area bounded by Schanselder, 
Slunder and Rehblock streets has 
been laid waste as a result of high 
explosives and incendiary bombs, 
it added. 

Berlin has “suffered cumulative 
damage” and there have been many 
casualties because SBerlin’s poor 
shelters, the news service said. 
As a result, it continued, there 
was an exodus from the city at the 
beginning of March and\all hotels 
and houses within 50 miles were 
filled with rich refugees. 

About 50 civilians have been killed 
for each military fatality in Ger- 
man air raids on Britain since the 
start of the war, it was. disclosed 
today in an official statement 
which placed the civilian dead at 
28,859 and the seriously wounded 
at 40,166. 

The figures were made public at 
Newcastle by Ellen Wilkinson, joint 
Parliamentary Secretary of ‘the 
Ministry of Home Security, who 
said the military fatalities were 
about one-fiftieth of the civilian 
total. The exact military total was 
not given.

Satisfaction over Matsuoka’s visit 

at a time of “decisive battle” 
against England was voiced by Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop last night at a recep- 
tion for the Japanese statesman) 
and his staff in the Esplanade Ho- 
tel. 
Matsuoka, who had his first talk. 
with Adolf Hitler yesterday after- 
noon, was introduced to a large 
gathering of Nazi political and mil- 
itary leaders.

Seeks Negro Votes. 
In making the rounds of six 
Democratic rallies during the eve- 
ning, the Mayor spoke to two Ne- 
gro groups, at the Tandy Com- 
munity Center, Goode and Kennerly 
avenues, and at the Calvary Baptist 
Church 2200 Franklin avenue, and 
a third meeting of whites and Ne- 
groes at Polish-American Hall, 1940 
Cass avenue. While thus giving 
his attention to the all-important 
Negro vote, Dickmann reflected his 
anxiety when he told a disappoint- 
ing crowd. of some 400 Negroes at 
the Tandy Center, in a hall holding 
1000 seats: 
“The story is out that the Negro 
race is going back into the Re- 
publican fold. I don’t know if that’s 
true or not, but somehow I chal- 
lenge it. I don’t think the Negro 
race will forget what my adminis- 
tration has done for it.” 
Fear that many Negroes swing- 
ing back into the Republican fold 
intend to vote for the lone Negro 
Democratic nominee for Alderman, 
George L. Vaughn of the Nineteenth 
Ward, and then mark their ballots 
for Becker, was shown by Dick- 
mann when he repeatedly admon- 
ished his Negro audiences to vote 
the straight Democratic ticket. He 
reminded them that this was the 
first time in the city’s history that 
a member of their race was a nom- 
inee for Alderman, adding, “And 
you’d better accept the challenge 
or Vaughn will be beat. That's 
your job, to vote the _ straight 
ticket.” 
A far ‘more enthusiastic Negro 
audience greeted Dickmann at the 
Calvary Baptist Church, in Mike 
Kinney’s well-organized Fifth Ward, 
a “delivery” section of the city. 
There 1000 persons equipped with 
cow bells, noisemakers, whistles 
and an abundance. of pep gave 
Dickmann his most rousing recep- 
tion, and frequently interrupted his 
remarks to sing out: “No lie!” 
“Hallelujah!” “That’s right, Bar- 
ney,” and similar sympathetic ex- 
clamations. The revivalist spirit 
here contrasted. sharply with the 
dull Tandy Center meeting. 

Overflow Crowd. 

The crowd of 1000 whites and 
Negroes at the Polish-American 
Hall, whiéh filled every seat and 
overflowed into the street, was also 
enthusiastic. This was a mass meet- 
ing of the Third, Fourth and 
Eighteenth wards, usually good 
“delivery” wards, and Dickmann 
confidently told his assembled Dem- 
ocrats he was certain he could de- 
pend on them. 
“JT don’t have to’ worry about 
these wards,” he said. He added, 
however, that “we have a job to 
do.” The Republicans “asked for 
a fight, and they’re getting it, and 
we're going to answer them by an 
honest ballot on election day, with 
a majority of more than 50,000 


votes.” 


A prepared address was read by 
Dickmann at the meeting at. St. 
James’ Hall, and thereafter he 
made extemporaneous remarks. 
William L. Igoe, former Congress- 
man and former president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
presided at the St. James Hall gath- 
ering, marking the first time that 
Igoe, a former political opponent 
of the Mayor, and Dickmann have 
appeared on the same platform in 
the current campaign. Igoe praised 
the Mayor’s achievements, while 
Dickmann referred to Igoe as 
“your friend and my friend.” 

- Cochran Speaks. ~ 

The meeting was also addressed- 
by Congressman John J. Cochran 
of the Thirteenth District, who came 
here from Washington yesterday 
to aid Dickmann in the closing 
days of the campaign. He asserted 
a speech he made in St. Louis 
two weeks ago, concerning the al- 
lotment of Federal funds for local 
projects, had been misinterpreted. 

“In my previous speech,” he said, 
“I said very plainly that a Repub- 
lican Mayor who would join with 
his party’s leaders in denouncing 
and striving to defeat President 
Roosevelt’s program of public 
works could not cansistently, ask 
for this city that which he might 
condemn as unwise or wrongful 
use of Federal funds. 

“If the Republicans honestly be- 
lieved that President Roosevelt's 
provision for public improvements 
was contrary to good policy or 
good morals, then, of course, he 
could not ask consistently for the 
Federal expenditures which have 
so greatly benefited St. Louis dur- 
ing the eight years of Mayor Dick- 
mann’s service. This is a plain, 
logical statement of the facts, isn’t 
it? I pointed out that Mayor Dick- 
mann, along with the vast majority 
of other Americans, was convinced 
that it was both right and benefi- 
cial to obtain Federal funds for 
the improvement of our city and 
for the employment of our jobless 
men and women. 

What Happened Elsewhere. 

“Let it be distinctly understood 
that officials of many other states 
and cities shared that same belief 
and received allotments from the 
Federal Treasury. Why shouldn't 
they, when the taxpayers of their 
city were, in part, meeting the bill? 
But let it also be said that certain 
states and cities governed by Re- 
publicans failed to seek such Fed- 
era] co-operation, and their poor 
were left to suffer. 

“At no time did I say any words 
that could be construed as mean- 
ing that if, y chance, a Repub- 
lican Mayor were elected in April, 
the Federal Government would de- 
ny our city recognition simply be- 
cause of the fact that the new 
Mayor was a Republican. But I 
did say that under the Federa] pol- 
icy, unless the Mayor of a city 
sponsored projects, and the city 
contributed the cost of material, 
under no condition could the Gov- 
ernment, under the law, provide 
funds to pay the labor. 

“I repeat that statement now, 
and defy anyone to show where a 
city could receive benefits unless 
it was a 100 per cent Federal proj- 
ect, when the Mayor of a city re- 
fused to sponsor local projects.” 
Becker’s platform, he said, fails to 
indorse the Federal relief program. 

On Becker and es. 

Becker, he said, was “not so ex- 
ercised about machines” when he 
sought the nomination for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals 24 years 
ago, “On the contrary, he received 
the support of the machine... If I 
recall correctly, the stage was all 
set for Lambert Walther, then City 
Counselor, an outstanding attorney, 
to receive the nomination, but the 
Republican machine stepped in and 
supported Judge Becker. Becker 
was again supported 12 years later 
by the Miller-Kratky machine. 

“Is Judge Becker going to say 
now that he did not accept sup- 
port from the notorious Miuiller- 
Kratky machine 12 years ago, or 
that he did not accept the support 
of the Cap Troll, Charley Kratz, 
Hank Weeke machine 24 years 
ago?” 


Becker commented. “I’m glad I’m 
not running on any kind of record 
like that.” 

‘Tribute to Women. 


Becker commented on the large 
number of women attending his 
meetings, and remarked that “when 
American womanhood is as inter- 
ested in public affairs as she is 
now, our democracy is bound to 
continue.” 

“There were no women to help,” 
he continued, “when we were fight- 
ing Butler’s Indians 40 years ago. 
But with the women on our side 
now, we will beat the machine.” 
Making a humorous aside, he said 
it. was a bit trying on a male cam- 
paigner, however. “I've had to at- 
tend three teas today,” he said. 
At the Negro meeting in the West 
End Hall, Becker repeated his as- 
sertion, which he has made at every 
Negro meeting, that no one on re- 
lief or receiving any Government 
assistance “need be afraid to vote 
whichever way he wants to vote.”

—After leaving behind costly stores 
of equipment buried in the Polar 
snows, the men of the United 
States Antarctic ‘expedition are 
voyaging homeward. 

Officials in radio communication 
with the cutter Bear disclosed to- 
day that the 26 men evacuated by 
plane earlier this week from the 
expedition’s ice-bound east base left 
behind everything they could not 
bring out on their backs or in their 
pockets. 

Personal effects, food sufficient 
for months, books and scientific 
equipment were included. All the 
supplies, however, are expected to 
be safe until the next expedition 
arrives—possibly years hence. 
There are no prowlers in the Ant- 
arctic.

Takes Part in Ceremony at 
Riverfront Toward Which 
U. S. Has Given $240,- 

- 000, City $28,000. 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
turned his hand today to the opera- 
tion of a pneumatic. drill with 
which he removed a few granite 
cobblestones from Walnut street, 
between Third street and the Old 
Cathedral, at a ceremony marking 
the start of construction of widened 
Third street. . - 
Widening of the: street, from its 
present 38 feet to 130, would be, 
the Mayor said, the first completed 
project of the riverfront memorial. 
The work started today was made 
possible by a WPA grant of $210,- 
000, to which the city added $28,- 
000, and the National Park Service 
$30,000. This will be sufficient for 
about three blocks, starting north 
from Poplar street, of the 12-block 
widened thoroughfare, which is to 
become known as National Park 
drive. 

Today's ceremonies were under 
the direction of the Associated Re- 
tailers, The Mayor shared the plat- 
form with Luther Ely Smith, chair- 
man of the Jefferson Nationa] Me- 
morial Expansion Commission, 
whom he named among others who 
had worked just as hard as he for 
the improvement. Dickmann gave 
credit also to representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce and of other 
civic organizations present for the 
ceremony. 

Old Stones to Be Preserved. 


The worn and grimy cobblestones 
removed during the ceremony, May- 
or Dic*smann mentioned, ‘are to be 
preserved by the National Park 
Service “as a part of a famous ex- 
hibition of old St: Louis, that the 
people of a far-distant generation 
may gaze on them and know first 


jhand the story of how the people 


who settled and continued to live 
in St. Iouis worked first for the 
welfare and happiness of its citizens 
and the building of a greater com- 
munity.” 
Most of his talk was devoted toa 
review of the historical significance 
of the St. Louis riverfront. He men- 
tioned the founding of the city— 
avoiding a point of historical con- 
troversy by naming both Laclede 
and Chouteau—and spoke of the 
site s the start of the great Lewis 
and Clark expedition. Fur traders 
of early St. Louis, the pioneers who 
erected stockades for protection

So too were the Louisiana pur- 
chase, the development of St. Louis 
as the railroad center of the Mid- 


idle West, and the first beginnings 


of manufacturing of many products 
in which he named as “last but not 
least” the breweries which made 
St. Louis the “center of the brewing 
industry of America.” 

Tells of Improvements. 

“We have entered,” he continued, 
“on the second phase of a new era 
which succeeds one that caused St. 
Louis to lose its former prestige. 
We are doing things; we are build- 
ing; we are modernizing; we are 
eliminating sickness and filth, and 
have eliminated extravagance and 
waste and a lack of progressive- 
ness. 

“How different St. Louis today

Widened Third street is to have 
two 31-foot traffic lanes, separated 
by a 20-foot parkway. On the east, 
overlooking the riverfront memor- 
ial, there will be a 30-foot prome- 
nade, and on the west, a 28-foot 
sidewalk. Ultimately, it is planned, 
the street will become part of a 
roadway along the entire riverfront, 
possibly connecting with a nation- 
al highway which will follow the 
course of the Mississippi River from 
near its source to the gulf.

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP).

By GEN. HUGH B. JOHNSON 

IKE it or hate it, we are in a 
L new era. Nobody woke up on 

New Year’s day, 600 A. D., 
yawned, stretched and said: “Now 
we enter the Middle Ages and half 
a millennium of night over Western 
civilization” any more than, at the 
end of his astonishing 100 days, 
Napoleon could say “Now I’m go- 
ing out to fight me the battle of 
Waterloo and end major war in 


- Europe for a century.” Events for- 


merly moved at a slower pace and 
change was too gradual to foresee. 
It is not so today. 

Our own ‘situation is a case in 
point. All you have to do is to look 
at the current appropriations of this 
Congress, the corporation tax re- 
turns for 1940 and our declared pol- 
icy in this war, to know that every- 
thing of the foundation of what we 
have known as American is as cer- 
tainly gone with the wind as the 
Scarlett O’Hara’s Georgia after 
Sherman’s march to the sea. 

Recent Federal money authoriza- 
tions alone for the building of in- 
struments of destruction will ap- 


' proximate 40 billions, or more than 


the net cost to us of the World 
War or than the assessed valua- 
tion -of all property in all states 
west of the Mississippi River—and 
%t is generally conceded that we 
have not even begun to spend 
money on this effort. 


Mounting Tax Rates. 


Without any of the new and con- 
fiscatory taxes that are sure to 
come, corporation reports for 1940 
are making it clear that taxes are 
taking out of earnings, on an av- 
erage, an amount equal to the net 
return on capital and, in some 
cases, pretty close to half .the 
amount of the payrolls for labor— 
in the case of General Motors, for 


example, 42 per cent. B.C: Forbes 


says yearly telephone taxes amount 
to $11 per outlet to the subscriber. 
Thus everybody is nicked—capi- 
tal, labor, consumers—and you ain't 
seen nothing yet. With the inevita- 
ble increases, both in taxes and in 
government war control of indus- 
try, the day is not distant—a mat- 
ter of months, not years—when 
everybody, if not actually working 
for the state, will be dependent on 
the discretion of the state for all 
that is earned, owned or enjoyed. 
In international affairs our cen- 
tury and a half of independence is 
over, We have engaged, with one 
hand, to destroy on the continent 
of Europe the greatest military 
landpower the world has ever 
known and with the other hand to 
hold in check on the far side of 
the world the greatest military and 
naval power that ever arose in 
Asia. In addition we have entered 


|a crusade to abolish want and fear 
everywhere in the world. | 
All this it is bootless to bewail. 
or even to ask “how did we get 
that way?” It certainly came upou 
us suddenly. Few suspected and 
none admitted that we were even | 
headed in such a direction, or so 
many directions, as late as election 
day, 1940. Indeed we were assured 
by both candidates that we were 
not. Now both are vieing with each 
other for leadership in taking us as 
rapidly as possible toward these 
unknown goals. 
Sailing in. the Dark. 
“Unknown” is surely the word. 
Our only experience in this direc- 
tion in 1917 and 1918 was insignifi- 
cant compared with this. p-} 
pointing and disillusioning as it was, 
it can’t be taken as a guide or 
precedent. We are full sail in 
Stygian darkness into an unchart- 
ed sea. : : 
Nobody can predict the turn of) 
revolutionary events 60 days ahead 
and no prudent person would try. 
We are too far on our way to think 
of turning back. After all, it is no 
occasion for the lamentations ot 
any self-appointed Jeremiah, We 
got where we are by meeting new 
things boldly. From the days of

the Pilgrims and all the other small, 
weak pioneer bands, facing west- 
ward on the edge of a howling 
derness of continental extent, 
fate and fortune has been the con- 
quest of the unknown. We are far 
better off than they. We still have, 
and shall continue to have, the great- 
est resources on earth—the richest 
land, the best industrial plants, and 
130,000,000 of the people and their 
children and the children’s children 
of the men who made it so, 

It is a time for courage and ac- 
tion and not for repining, but don’t 
let anybody tell you that it is all not 
new. It is the real new deal—a new 
deal for the whole cock-eyed world, 
and we have underwritten it. The 
gent who started the “new thought” 
movement in California, years ago, 
called himself Dr. Neweye Newee 
New. That’s us—or we, if you in- 
sist on grammar.

an extended tour of five of the 
largest French concentration 
camps, together with colleagues of 
the American press, this corre- 
spondent concludes that although 
eoncentration camps anywhere are 
no kingdoms of heaven and 
France has no particular reason 
to be proud of its own, the French 
geem to be treating their internees 
with as much humanity as the sit- 
wation in this defeated country 
permits. 

Our tour of inspection, just com- 
pleted under the guidance of 
Pierre Fourcade, head of the for- 
eigners’ bureau of the French Min- 
istry of the Interior, was the re- 
sult of months of inquiries and in- 
sistent applications by American 
correspondents in Vichy. It was 
finally granted only after the re- 
organization and improvement of 
the camps had been completed and 
is acknowledged to have been firial- 
ly permitted to a large extent as 
the result of the continual probing 
‘of the United States correspond- 
ents who kept the whole question 
constantly before the authorities’ 
attention. |

Twenty-nine thousand foreigners, 
according to official figures, 46,000 
according to unofficial, are held 
today in the French concentration 
- Camps, sometimes more agreeably 
designated as “housing camps.” 

These camps are Noe, Recebedou 
(reserved for aged foreigners with 
their families); Rivesaltes, a newly 
outfitted camp; Levernet, of doubt- 
ful reputation, and Argeles, a Span- 
ish military camp. 

According to unofficial figures, 
of the 46,000 foreign internees, there 
are 15,000 Spanish republicans, 9000 
German Jews, or anti-Nazi refu- 
gees, and 5000 prisoners of 42 dif-

Most of these are interned be- 
cause they are penniless or because 
their creed or political opinion dis- 
pleases France’s powerful neigh- 
bors, or they are considered dan- 
gerous to French public security.

New camps 
like Rivesaltes are entirely of 
stone. 


Wooden Cubicies for Beds. 


Some of the model barracks 
shown the American reporters had 
beds, but most of the wretched 
population sleep in superimposed 
wooden cubicles, 11 feet by seven 
feet, fitted up to hold three per- 
sons. Children and old people oc- 
casionally fall from the upper cu- 
bicles and hurt themselves. 

In all the camps. adequate medi- 
cal services are provided. Two doc- 
tors and a staff of nurses are at- 
tached to each camp. A special ef- 
fort has been made to care for the

of milk are distributed daily. 

All hygienic efforts seem to be 
somewhat hampered by lack of 
soap. At Rivesaltes the internees 
complain that they have not seen 
soap for the last three weeks. The 
situation is much better at Le Ver- 
net, where the Russian, Andre 
Mickeev, former manager of Coty’s 
factory in Paris, has become the 
camp’s soap manufacturer, using 
odd scraps of grease. 

The mortality figures at these 
camps, as given by the French offi- 
cials, are incredibly small. At 
Levernet, out of a population of 
26,000, only four deaths have oc- 
curred since January. At the time 
of our visit, 163 inmates were in 


the hospital, among whom three 


ferent nationalities.

The power of the Dickmann-Han- 
megan machine was threatened. 
The Democratic leaders became 
fearful that the Mayor would be 
defeated for re-election. 


One St. Louis member of the 
Legislature, an adherent of the 
Dickmann-Hannegan machine, thus 
expressed the machine position: 
“What do we care about a Gover- 
nor when Barney is in danger.” 
As a result, the plans were re- 
vised and a regular, Constitutional 
contest supplanted the “investiga- 
tion” scheme. Attempting to allay 
the menacing storm of public opin- 
ion, an equal number of Democrats 
and Republicans were placed on 
the committee, some changes made 
in its personnel and a resolution, 
ordering a recount of all the bal- 
lots cast in the election, was adopt- 
ed by the Legislature. 


McDaniel, who apparently had 
held aloof from the original plan, 
Hulen being the “front man,” filed 
a petition charging many irregu- 
larities in the election, which, he 
said, worked to the benefit of Don- 
nell. A recount of the ballots and 
the exclusion of illegal ballots, he 
said, would show that he had been 
elected. He set out the names of 
1725 voters whose ballots he con- 
tended were illegal, and made nu- 
‘merous other charges of irregulari- 
ties. 

He made the shotgun charge that 
more than 36,000 ballots bore an 
X mark in the circle under the 
Democratic designation, and that 
on these ballots his name had been 
scratched without the voter indi- 
cating that he intended to vote for 
Donnell. He alleged that these bal- 
lots had been counted for Donnell, 
and that under the law they should 
have been counted for him. He 
asked that all ballots in a large 
number of precincts, in which Don- 
nell received a plurality, should be 
thrown out on the technical 
ground that the secrecy of the bal- 
lot had been violated in that there 
were no private voting booths in 
those precincts. 


Issues Now Made Up, 
Contest Can Proceed. 


ONNELL filed his answer to 
McDaniel’s petition yesterday, 
also setting out numerous elec- 
tion irregularities which he said 
had worked to McDaniel’s advan- 
tage. He listed the names of 5544 
voters, who, he said, voted for Mc- 
Daniel but were not legally entitled 
to vote. . 

Although Republican State Chair- 
man Ferguson said recently that 
his party did not wish to disfran- 
chise a large number of voters on 
the technical ground that private 
voting booths had not been provid- 
ed for them, McDaniel’s petition 
had contained that allegation, and 
Donnell included it in his answer, 


asking that the vote in similar 


i 
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Democratic precincts be thrown 
out. He listed 88 precincts and the 
entire vote in Boone County. 


With the filing of McDaniel’s pe- 
tition and Donnell’s answer the is- 
sues are made up in the contest 
case, and it can now proceed, 


First step will be the recount of 
the ballots, which will be made by 
Boards of Election Commissioners 
and County Clerks throughout the 
State, with both Democratic and 
Republican watchers present. The 
result of this recount will be certi- 
fied to the Legislature, which has 
the sole power to decide disputed 
questions. 


The contest committee appointed 
by the Legislature has no duties 
in connection with the recount of 
the ballots. It will function only 
in case a decision to take testi- 

ny on the alleged irregularities 
is reached. If the recount appears 
to settle the election without ques- 
tion, no testimony will be taken. 
If i¢ should materially reduce Don- 
nell’s plurality or show a slight 
plurality for McDaniel, then evi- 
dence will be *taken. 

Recount is expected to begin in 
about 10 days, having been deferred 
until after the St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners completes 
its work in connection with the 
municipal election next Tuesday. 


‘Master of the State 


As .Well as of City. 


HE governorship contest has 

presented to the State the most 
momentous political issue in many 
years, the result being recognized 
throughout the State as deciding 
the issue of whether a powerful 
city political machine should be- 
come master of the State as well 
as of the city. 

Feeling confident of its power in 
St. Louis, and its ability to control 
in the spring election, it sponsored 
the candidacy of McDaniel for Gov- 
ernor. With a Governor and a 
Mayor in St. Louis, it would have 
an immense amount of patronage. 
It would control police and elec- 
tion affairs of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. 

It was successful in the primary, 
bringing about McDaniel’s nomina- 
tion by a plurality of nearly 75,000, 
but in the election there was an 
aroused electorate, which scratched 
the machine’s candidate, whose to- 
tal vote was 50,000 less than that 
of President Roosevelt in the 
State, while Donnell’s vote was 
nearly that much higher than Wen- 
dell Willkie’s. 

The contest has been an issue 
in the St. Louis municipal cam- 
paign which draws to a close with 
the election Tuesday, and the Re- 
publicans are counting heavily on 
it to swing a heavy independent 
vote to the Mayor’s opponent, 
Judge William Dee Becker. 

Mayor Dickmann, although he at- 
tended the preliminary conference 
which led to the attempt to seat 
McDaniel, has insisted that the 
contest was none of his affair, that 
it was a matter for the Legislature. 
In speeches he has even joked 
about it a bit, saying in a speech 
at a recent meeting: 

“The Republicans tried very hard 
to whip our great President, Mr. 
Roosevelt, but they failed badly. 
Lots of them. now feel that they 
saved themselves a Governor if 
they didn’t get. anything else.” 

Democratic politicians in St, Louis 
have expressed confidence in the 
outcome of the contest, that ' Me- 


ward, the Fourteenth, told an audi- 
ence recently in a campaign speech 
that he was “confident” McDaniel 
would replace Donnell ag Gover- 
nor. '

Senator Phil M. Donnelly, chair- 
man of the “reformed” legislative 
committee, said that he “hadn't the 
slightest idea about the outcome,” 
but Senator Searcy said he was 
“firmly convinced” that the re- 
count would show material gains 
for McDaniel and that “he will be 
seated as Governor.” 


Chairman Ferguson of the Re- 
publican State Committee said that 
in his opinion the recount was 
“bound to show a gain for Don- 
nell,” “The people in that elec- 
tion,” he said, “were out to vote 
for Donnell and against McDaniel, 
and it is certain that a good many 
Donnell] votes were overlooked in 
the counting of the ballots.” 


Rendlen, who, as attorney for 
Donnell, has had a leading part in 
the preparation of the defense to 
the contest, said he was confident 
Donnell’s plurality would be in- 
creased by the recount. He thought 
the Democrats had overemphasized 
the importante of Democratic bal- 
lots on which McDaniel’s name was 
scratched and no X mark placed 
before, Donnell’s name.

RECORD TURNOUT OF VOTERS 
TUESDAY PREDICTED BY HAY 


Election Board Chairman  Esti- 
mates 320,000 to 340,000 Votes 
Will Be Cast. 


A record-breaking turnout of vot- 
ers for a mayoral election is pre- 
dicted for next Tuesday by Chair- 
man Charles M. Hay of the Board 
of Election Commissioners. 

He estimates that at least 320,- 
000 votes, and possibly as many as 
340,000, will be cast. The lower 
figure would be 76.9 per cent of the 
registration of 416,258, compared 
with 272,364, or 66 per cent, in the 
1937 city election and 299,289, or 
77 per cent, in the 1933 election. 


The largest vote ever cast at any 
election was last November, when 
402,456 voters turned out, or 92.6 
per cent of the registration. Hay 
said he based his prediction on the 
general interest in the mayoral 
race and intensive activity by po- 
litical warkers. 

Special instructions have been is- 
sued to polling place officials on 
procedure in aasisting illiterate vot- 
ers or those unable because of dis- 
ability to prepare their own bal- 
lots without help, Hay said. The 
voter must first make an affidavit, 
on a form provided at the polling 
place, stating why assistance is 
necessary, then prepare his‘ ballot 
in the presence of all four judges. 
Hay said officials frequently have 
disregarded these instructions in 
the past. 


Democrats Hold the Hall, — 
Say G.O.P. ‘Slurs the Hull 


‘Your Families Wronged,’ Speaker Say3, by 
Action of Republican Leader in Post- . 
ing Guard at His Auto. 


A political meeting was held in 
Big Hall, 5208 Shaw avenue, on 
“The Hill,” last night, but it was 
not the meeting the Republicans 


had originally scheduled for that 
time and place. 

Instead of former Judge William 
Dee Becker and Republican Com- 
mitteeman James G. Blaine of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, the speakers 
were Democratic Alderman Louis 
G. Berra, whose organization con- 
trols the hall; Democratic Com- 
mitteeman Louis J. Gualdoni, Dem- 
ocratic Commiteewoman Mrs. Lu 
Rene Kaiser and others who vigor-| 
ously urged the re-election of 
Mayor Dickmann. 

Just how the Democrats came to 
take over the hall after the Repub- 
licans had paid the $16 rental in 
advance was a matter touched on 
by several of the speakers but fully 
explained by none. The best ex- 
planation came from Gualdoni, who 
said his organization had arranged 
for the hall first, “and if the man- 
agement of the hall made a mis- 
take, it’s no fault of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward Organization.” 

There was one aspect of the dis- 
pute over use of the hall, though, 
on which most of the speakers elab- 
orated effectively for the audience 
of 500, mostly Italian-Americans. 
That was the idea that Blaine, in 
stationing guards about his automo- 
bile outside a meeting on “The Hill” 
Tuesday night, had cast a slur on 
the peaceful residents of that see- 
tion, 

As Mrs. Kaiser put it, in praising 
the “genteel cordiality” she had en- 
countered in the neighborhood, “I 
want to apologize to you for what- 
ever misrepresentation has been in 
the papers. It doesn’t hurt you half 
as much as it does me. Your fami- 
lies have certainly been wronged 
by this terrible publicity.” 

Timothy Folq, president of the 
ward’s Democratic organization, as- 
sured the audience he had such 
confidence in “The Hill” residents 
that he would let his @ight children 
go there any time, and added, 


Hill’ doesn’t 
April 1.” 

In his talk Berra said the Demo- 
crats had arranged for use of the 
hall March 20, and he was not re- 
sponsible for what had happened 
since. He denied charges by Blaine 
that city employes had been or- 
dered not to patronize certain mer- 
chants, and asserted that under 
Republican rule “the best job they 
had for anyone in this neighbor- 
hood was a truck driver.” He con- 
cluded by urging his listeners to 
“get along with those of the op- 
posite party.” 

Gualdoni took up the same theme, 
advising the audience to “let the 
Republicans go their way, you go 
yours. We don’t want anything 
done out here that’s going to cause 
any fight.” 

Other speakers included James 
W. Byrnes, Democratic candidate 
for Mayor in 1921; Oswaldo Trova, 
who spoke in Italian; Vincent L. 
Boisaubin, nominee for aldermanic 
president, and Denis T. Bahlinger, 
Tenth Ward Alderman.

CINCINNATI, March 28 (AP).— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, declared 
last night that $5,000,000,000 of new 
Federal taxes must be levied “if 
American democracy is to survive.” 

In an address before the Cuvier 
Press Club, Taft forecast Federal 
expenditures of $25,000,000,000 in 
the fiscal year starting July 1 and 
asserted that the administration had 
proposed no policy to meet antici- 
pated deficits except to borrow 
money. 

“The defense program is essen- 
tial; it must be done,” Taft said, 
“but only the New Dealers wel- 
come it as a blessing in itself and 
a road to permanent prosperity. 
Everyone who is not blind knows 
that it can only be a temporary 
palliative of the economic situa- 
tion, and is likely to produce a re-

| WILL MeDANIEL BE GOVERNOR? 
Do the ‘people of St. Louis realize that the cam- 
paign of the Democratic bosses to place Lawrence 
McDaniel in the governorship is not a dead issue, but: 
is very much alive? It is in fact a red-hot issue, 
though very little is being said about it at the .no- 
ment by the Democratic leaders because they fear 
the effect on Mayor Dickmiann’s candidacy.. | 
Here and there, however, the determination of 
the Democrats to unseat Gov. Donnell for. their faith- 
ful henchman, McDaniel, crops out, as when Tues- 
day evening City Committeeman Joseph A. Ries, who 
is close to the Mayor, said to a Democratic audience: 
“I am: confident that Lawrence McDaniel will be 
seated as Governor of our State.” | 

The people should realize that Mr. Ries’ confidence 
may be justified; that, in a few short weeks, they 
may witness the extraordinary sight of the removal 
of Gov. Donnell to make way for the discredited 
former Excise Commissioner, Mayor Dickmann’s can- 
didate for Governor. 

It is true the original attempt to steal the gover- 
norship was killed by the Supreme Court, which 
branded as unconstitutional the method chosen by 
the Democratic party leaders. But that did not 
end the matter. The phony inquiry smashed by the 
Supreme Court has now been succeeded by a contest. 
Under the terms of thig contest, all the votes will 
be recounted under the supervision of a committee 
divided evenly between the two parties. So far so 
good, but—the final decision as to disputed ballots 
will be made by the Legislature in joint session, 
the same Legislature whose Democratic majority 
voted overwhelmingly to steal the governorship last 
January. 

This Democratic majority, sitting as a court of 
last resort, will be able to-decide the contest as it 
pleases and it will be impossible to appeal from ‘its 
decision.

Reynolds and Kinney publicly repudiated it, Mayor 
Dickmann remained silent. 

If this past occurrence is a reason against voting 
for Mayor Dickmann next Tuesday, how much greater 
a reason is the fact that his candidate, McDaniel, is 
still moving heaven and earth to be Governor and 
may soon succeed? 

In that case, unless the Dickmann-Hannegan ma- 
chine is defeated in St. Louis, we shall. have in} 
Missouri the beginnings of another Pendergast era. 
We shall have a State machine, with all its jobs 
and perquisites, in the hands of a creature ef the 
Dickmann-Hannegan machine. McDaniel wil] be 
able to appoint the Police and Election Boards of 
St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph. There will 
be a grand alliance between the Dickmann-Hannegan 
machine in St. Louis, ‘the McDaniel machine in Jef- 
ferson City, the Pendergast machine in Kansas City, 
and the rural courthouse rings all over Missouri.

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NOTE ON EVOLUTION. 

On his Belgian farm last December, the German 
censorship belatedly reveals, died the Dutch anthro- 
pologist who discovered, almost 50 years ago, the 
remains of Pithecanthropus Erectus. 
Pithecanthropus Erectus was the name given to a 
bundle of bones unearthed by Dr. Eugene Dubois in 
a Javanese rock stratum of the late Pliocene era. 
He had a thick skull, a low brow and a receding fore- 
head. His limbs were adapted to walking, but he 
doubtless ran an all fours also. He probably swung 
through the trees in times of crisis. He ate with his 
teeth or with his bare hands. He did not use imple- 
ments, even of the crudest variety. Scholars are: not 
sure whether he was a high-order ape oF an ex- 
tremely low-order man. In any case, he was thor- 
oughly prehistoric. . 3 a 
But if Pithécanthropus Erectus didn't have the 
wit to build airplanes, he didn’t use them to strafe 
neighboring women and children with machine-gun 
bullets. He didn’t drop incendiary bombs .on his

about racial superiority. One tribe of ape-men was 
doubtless as good as another in his dictionary. ‘He 
probably fought. his enemies savagely, and perhaps 
he preyed on the weak and the helpless. But he 
didn't have the effrontery to explain it with blather 
concocted from the wisdom supposedly bestowed by 
a Ph. D. ata university. 


No, Pithecanthropus Brectus was a savage who| 


lived 50,000 years or so ago, in the very dawn of 
history. But Prof. Dubois, living out his last hours 
in Nazified Belgium, must have felt no need to 
apologize for him. : 
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YUGOSLAVIA’S DRAMATIC ACTION. 

Yugoslavia’s revolt was a revolt of the people. The 
surge was mighty. It overturned the compromising 
Government which had signed the Axis pact as if it 
were matchwood and the pact itself was repudiated. 
It fell to the brave and spirited Yugoslavs to deal 
Hitler one of the most stunning blows he has received 
since the war began. 

All this is in the best tradition of the Serbs, who 
are the dominant element in Yugoslavia, The Serbs 
are not accomplished parliamentarians, nor have they 


-

a record noted for either humanitarianism or democ- 


racy. But they are one of the bravest peoples of 
Europe. They were the first in the Balkans to fight 
their way free of the Turkish misrule of the medieval 
centuries, Later, they fought two Balkan wars in as 
many years, and in the third year, 1914, accepted the 
gage thrown down by Austria-Hungary. Their rec- 
ord in the World War was exceptional, even though 
they were eventually outflanked by superior num- 
bers and overwhelmed. 
Once again these Southern Slavs are accepting the 
challenge of expanding Germanism. They do so at 
a crucial point in a war for stakes much larger than 
the independence of their country. For the English, 
yesterday ranks with that day in August when the 
R. A. F. shot down 185 German planes and disrupted 
Hitler’s plans for an invasion. It is a diplomatic 
victory that matches the military victories of Gen. 
Wavell in Africa. Now that Yugoslavia has repudiated 
the Axis pact and if Germany chooses to fight, Eng- 
land will have established the solid Bastern front 
which she has been striving to build ever since the 
war started. 
As for Hitler, he has been robbed of his diplomatic 
plum at the very moment bis teeth seemed to be clos- 
ing upon it. There no doubt were tantrums in the Wil- 
helmstrasse, but Prime Minister Cvetkovich and For- 
eign Minister Cincar-Markovich were not there 
to be stampeded by them. They are in a Belgrade 
prison. The visitor of the day is, embarrassingly 
enough, Mr. Matsuoka. 
In “finding her soul,” as Winston Churchill has 
succinctly put it, Yugoslavia may be launching a 
train of events as dramatic as those unleashed by 
Hitler in 1940, 
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PERISH THE THOUGHT. 


Jefferson City, March 27 (AP).—Senator Harry 
S. Truman today laid Missouri's difficulty in ob- 
taining defense contracts to a belief “in the East 
and in Washington that all of us who are poli- 
ticlans in Missouri are crooks.” 


Why, where did they ever get such an idea as that? 
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WHAT ABOUT THIS PART OF THE RECORD? 
Given, that organized crime centers in large cities— 
Given, that St. Louis is Missouri’s largest city— 
Then, St. Louis has a greater stake thah any 
other part of Missouri in what happens to the crim- 
inal code reform program proposed to the Legisla- 
ture. 

Then; for the sake of their constituents’ welfare, 
the St. Louis delegation at Jefferson City should 
be working for modernization of Missouri’s antiquated 
criminal code so as to remove the advantages which 
criminals enjoy when the State attempts to bring 
them to justice for their offenses against society. 
And what is happening at Jefferson City to the 
criminal code reform bills? Nothing unusual. In 
fact, it is the same old thing. The bills are being 
slowly strangled to death by the lawyer clique in 
the Legislature. : 

St. Louis has 19 State Representatives and six 
Senators. It has a paid lobbyist, hired by the Dick- 
mann city administration. Most, if not all, of these 
persons owe their places to the Dickmann machine.

Import Bank has remembered the Finns. It has just 
granted a $5,000,000 credit to them for the purchase 
of food, and arrangements have been made for Red 
Cross assistance in meeting urgent needs. Americans 
have long admired Finland because of its unique debt- 
paying record, as well as for its people's hard fight, 
against great odds. Now that a Government agency 
has opened the way, private givers may recall the 
zeal with which they contributed to relief funds in 
its behalf a year or more ago.- :

about two-thirds the vegetables and fruits 
and from one-half to one-third the milk they 
needed. 

Surveys of various workers shortly prior 
to 1939 showed widespread undernourish- 
ment among the low-income classes in gen- 
eral. Here 21 per cent had diets with aver- 
age energy values one-fourth below accepted 
standards; there only 29 per cent of a group 
had Grade A diets; 45 per cent had Grade B, 
and 26 per cent Grade C, which failed even 
to meet average minimum dietetic: require- 
ments. At least 10 studies in the five years 
before 1939 demonstrated the good effects of 
supplementing children’s ordinary diets.

One expert estimated that an average of 
22.3 per cent of schoo] children throughout 
the country suffered from malnutrition. 
Studies in New York City indicated that 
one-third of them there were poorly nour- 
isahed.. Four thousand people died annually 
of pellagra, a disease easily prevented by 
dietetic means, and thousands upon thou- 
sands more suffered disability and economic 
loss from the disease in milder non-fatal 
forms—a 35 per cent loss in work efficiency 
being the average. 

In December, 1940, a survey by the Amer- 
ican Institute of Public Opinion indicated 
that President Roosevelt was well within 
the mark when, in his second inaugural ad- 
dress, he said one-third of the nation was 
ili-fed. For the survey indicated that foods 
retarding health were eaten by 40 per cent 
of American families. Only 20 per cent of 
the families earning $20 a week or more 
found their diets deficient, but 70 per cent 
of those earning less than that were con- 
scious of dietary lacks. 

These representatives of 20,000,000 under- 
privileged were asked what they would buy 
to eat if they had more money to buy with. 
They replied they would buy more meat, 
vegetables, fruits and dairy products. Con-

Our market for agricultural commodities 
is right here at home. Science and tech- 
nology have taught us how to produce foods 
and fabrics in such abundance that we al- 
ways threaten to glut the market. We know 
how men, women and children should be 
fed to maintain health. Yet we have among 
us 20,000,000 people trying to make 5 cents 
per person per meal do them for food! 

Here is a problem in social engineering, a 
purely functional problem of putting knowl- 
edge to work. 

The food-stamp plan enables a few hun- 
dred thousand people who spend but a dollar 
a week for food to spend $1.50 a week. By 
May 1, 1940, a little more than $10,000,000 
worth of butter, eggs, flour, cornmeal, rice, 
vegetables, fruits, pork, lard and a few other 
foods had been distributed by this plan. 
Only 1,300,000 people had benefited, 

If all people now eligible for relief could 
participate in this plan, it would cost about 
$400,000,000 a year. An additional $200,000,- 
000 or $240,000,000 would take care of al) 
employed people who make Jess than $1000 
per family annually. Even if all eligible for 
relief were included, farmers would gain 
from $240,000,000 to $440,000,000 per year,

Underconsumption of food by low-income 
families is so common that if all our fami- 
lies had nutritionally good diets, consumers 
would require from 15 to 20 per cent more 
dairy products, about 35 per cent more eggs 
and from 70 to 100 per cent more of certain 
fresh fruits and vegetables. Indeed, farmers 
themselves, to be properly nourished, should 
consume a half billion gallons more milk, 
nearly a billion pounds more tomatoes and 
citrus fruits, and two and one-half billion 
pounds more vegetables. There is our po- 
tential market for diversified crops. 

If all American families now on relief 
and all with incomes of less than $1000 a 
"year could be given incomes of $1250 a year, 
the results would be stupendous. They would 
buy $1,247,000,000 ‘worth more food, adding 
over a half billion dollars to the farm in- 
come. They would also purchase more non- 
food farm commodities. 

The first step is to regard our entire pro- 


duction and distribution of basic farm com- 


modities as requiring intensive application 
of scientific knowledge to every phase of 
the problem, from preparing the soil and 
sowing the seed to the serving of food and 
the distribution and consumption of farm 
commodities by those who need them.

When he turns to the subject of 
the post-war Atlantic bloc, Lie 
voices the sentiments of his fellow 
Norwegians, the Dutch and leading 
Belgians, who are now in London. 
Their idea is that any future se- 
curity bloc must be composed of 
nations which have common in- 
terests and that the most logical 
combination would be one including 
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“We hope to re-establish our eco- 
nomic and cultural connections 
with other members of the Nordic 
family and we hope to bring in 
our kinsmen on the Atlantic islands, 
Iceland and the Faroe Islands. But 
we need more than Nordic’ unity.

First of all, there is 
Empire, the greatest commonwealth 
of nations ever.formed.

OND papas and mamas who

Ezra is the young man who plays 
the role of the ever-erring Henry 
Aldrich in the radio comedy-drama, 
“The Aldrich Family,” heard every 
Thursday night at 7:30 over KSD, 
and if ever there was a perfect brat 
in real life, it was Ezra. Almost 
up until the time he reached the 
age at which the Government con- 
sidered him fit to be trusted with 
the ballot, he kept his family wor- 
ried week. But all that is over 
mow. Ezra has turned out to be 
something of a wonder boy on 
Broadway. In addition to his ra- 
dio work, he is a member of the 
production staff for that famous 
Broadway producer, George Abbott. 
He is also a teacher at the Ameri- 
can Academy of Dramatic Art and, 
at 22, is such a beehive of indus- 
try that his family fears he is 
overworking. These days the only 
treuble with which Ezra ever tan- 
gles is the kind that is written 
into his radio script. 

“In my teens, I was what you 
might call a super-colossal terror,” 
Ezra told me the other day at a 
rehearsal for a broadcast of “The 
Aldrich Family” series. “And 
guess psychologists could explain 
that easily enough. You-see it was 
all decided that I was to become a 
chemist like my dad. I had other 
ideas, or perhaps I should say idea 
—the idea being that I was going 
to be an actor.” 

How this young comedian, who 
affects a pipe to make him look 
older and manages thereby to look 
something like an important 
cherub, got the theatrical bee goes 
back to his elementary school] days 
in Philadelphia. He lisped badly 
and so his parents hired an actor 
by the name of Maurice Sloan to 
see what could be done toward 
getting Ezra to say “Please pass 
the sugar” instead of “Pleath Path 
the Thugar.”

, ND Ezra Stone has been Henry 

Aldrich, the kid who gets into 

your hair and your heart simul- 
taneously, ever since. He has also 
been a very busy boy ever since, for 
at the same time that he was placed 
on the Abbott production staff, he 
was appointed, despite his tender 
age, to the faculty of the same 
American Academy of Dramatic 
Art from which he has been sent 
forth but a short while before. 

How the erstwhile problem child 
set himself up as a sort of wonder 
boy on Broadway is illustrated by 
the fact that Ezra staged his first 
Broadway play for Abbott before 
he was 21. This production, “See 
My Lawyer,” ran 32 weeks, and 
Ezra Stone managed to successfully 
sandwich his directoral duties in 
between playing his Henry Aldrich 
role and his teaching tasks at the 
American Academy of Dramatic 
Art. Broadway's youngest director, 
he was also the main stem’s busiest 
boy and the first person to whom 
Abbott had ever entrusted the di- 
rection of a play destined for 
Broadway to anyone other than 
himself. 

“To direct a Broadway show at 
20 may or may not be a record,” 
Ezra says modestly, “but it made 
me pretty happy.” 

Life now for Ezra is just in the 
warming-up process, His work on 
the Abbott staff, at the American 
Academy and playing Henry Ald- 
rich on the air doesn’t half way eat 
up his energies, and so he spends 


two or three nights a week speak- 
ing at churches,.clubs and syna- 
gogues on his favorite subject—the 
theater, 

“I feel that my progress has been 
steady,” he says in that same 
squeaky Henry Aldrich voice that 
you hear over the air, “but I doubt 
that I have been successful to the 
tune of being truly creative.” 

Talking to Ezra you have to hold 
on to the fact that you're listening 
to a lad of 22 or you get to imagin- 
ing that you’re engaged in conver- 
sation with a very bright 35 or 40 
year old man. His voice sounds 
young, but he has a seriousness 
that goes with six decades, and if 
I'm any judge, Ezra would, if he 
weren't an actor, be making busi- 
ness history today as the boy-owner 
of a glepartment store. 

Painlessly charming, this lad 
who makes Henry Aldrich so be- 
lievable as the high school student 
with an irresistible penchant for 
doing the wrong thing at the wrong 
time, is a short, squat, plumpish 
fellow with a moon face, wavy 
brown hair and the worst taste in 
clothes this side of the nearest 
flophouse. 

“It’s a bad habit I have,” Ezra 


says, “but I never buy a new suit. 


until the one I have on wears 
through at some conspicuous spot.” 

For this interview, Broadway's 
wonder boy was wearing a baggy 
blue suit of indescribable cut and 
a red corduroy sweat shirt. He 
had, he explained, meant to put 
on a white shirt, but the day was 
one that called for comfort since 
he had classes at the academy from 
9 to 12, a rehearsal from 12 to l, 
with an hour out for lunch and 
answering mail, another rehearsal 
from 2 till 4, classes from 4 to 6 
and gym from 6 to 7:30. 

“I go to the gym,” he explained 
seriously, “not because I’m nuts 
about exercise, but because it’s a 
good opportunity to take a bath.” 

No longer a problem child—ex- 
cept on the air—Ezra Stone, Broad- 
way’s hardest working boy, lives in 
Brooklyn with his family. His only 
hobby outside the theater is taking 
eight millimeter movies. He prac- 
tically lives on barbecued spareribs. 
He hates beets and turnips and 
people who take a complacent atti- 
tude toward life. 

“Complacency is the end of any 
business,” says the reformed brat. 
“You've got to know what you 
want and go get it.”
